That the Mormons did not use 
money to defeat Oassidy is evidenced 
by the fact that nearly all of them at 
Panaoa aud _Bullionville voted for 
him. The Mormons out in Lincoln 
county are Democrats.

SauitMitry ot tue Provisions of Scn- 
ntov Miller's Bill. 


Senator Miller will introduce a bill in 


the Senate this wapk to provide a civil 
government for Alaska. Section on« 
provides that Alaska shall be a civil and 
judicial district. Section two providss 
for the establishment of a District 
Court and the appointment of a District 
Judge to perform also the duties of 
Governor, ex offioio, and to sea that the 
laws are executed. 
Section three pro- 


vides for the appointment of a Clerk of 
the Court, who also shall be Treasurer 
of the District and ex ofhoio Register 
and Receiver of the Land Office at Sitkft 
and Recorder of Deads nnd Register of 
Wills for the Territory. 
Section four 


provides for the appointment of five 
Commissioners, who shall -reside, one 
at Wrangel, one at Sitka, one at Oona- 
laska and one at Kodiak. They shall 
act as Justices of the Peace, Notarise 
Public, etc. Section 'five provides for 
the appointment of a TJniteiJ District 
Attorney, who shall also be ex-offieio 
Surveyor General of the Territory. Sec- 
tion six makes the Collector of Customs 
for the District ex-officio Marshal. 
He 


is given power to appoint five Deputy 
Marshals. The general lnws of Oregon, 
civil and criminal, so far as applicable, 
are made ths laws of Alaska. The Dis- 
trict Court is givon exclusive jurisdic- 
tion in all chancery cases, disputes con- 
cerning the titla to laud or mining prop- 
erty aud all trials of capital offences. 
Provision is mads for setting all jury 
trials. It is provided that all the terri- 
tory embraced in said District, 
except- 


ing the groups of islands which consti- 
tute the United States Government 
Reservation, shall be a surveying and 
land district, with officers at Sitka, and 
the laws now in force for the disposal 
and management of the public domain, 
under title 32 of the revised statutes, 
are made applicable to Alaska. Indians 
are not to be disturbed in the possession 
of their lands and the United States is 
to relinquiniih title to such lota of laud 
as wero specified in the transfer of the 
territory as belonging to the Kusso- 
Greek Church or which have been oc- 
cupied and improved by bon;i fide resi- 
dents and citizens or corporations doing 
business in said Territory since, by per- 
mission of the United States authori- 
ties, and title to the same shall vest in 
the bona fide owners or oouupants 
thereof upon the payment of a price per 
acre, to be fixed by the Secretary of the 
Interior. Provision is made to confirqi 
lauds to missionary or religions socie- 
ties. The Judge, Clerk and Attorney 
are to be appointed by the President, 
to hold office for four ye.irs and receive 
respectively salaries of four thousand 
and three thousand dollars. Provision 
is made for refitting the public build- 
mgs at Sitka and ten thousand dollars 
is appropriated to carry the act into 
effect. 


Blalue's Miirplus Keveune Plan. 


The letter of ex-Secretary Blaine, 


proposing a new and original plan 
for the disposition of the surplus 
revenue from internal taxation con- 
tinues to be the subject of much 
comment. Senator Miller, of Csli 
t'ornia, said Sunday that he regardec 
the proposition as both unconstitu 
tioual and impracticable. 
He be 


lieved that if the Government coulc 
properly bestow this revenue upon 
the States as proposed by Mr. Blaine 
it had aright to go into the States 
and see that the money was properly 
expended; that it should not be 
wasted nor extravagantly spent. 


"The ^tax upon whisky, for exam 


pie," said Senater Miller, "is nothing 
more nor less than a tax upon grain 
from which it is mado. 
Kansas and 


Indiana are both large corn produc- 
ing States. Now let us suppose that 
the Government of Indiana is hon 
estly and economically administered 
that her internal affairs are wisely 
regulated and that taxation is -light. 
On the other hand, for the purpose oi 
illustration, let us say that the Gov 
eminent of Kansas in loosely conduct 
ed, that the moneys of the State are 
squandered and that her State officials 
and Legislators are unworthy men. 
Do yon think it would be right to 
demand of the people of Indiana the 
payment of a tax to be handed over 
to the State of Kansas for the pay 
ment of her debts? The money pro- 
posed to be distributed to some of 
the States would more than pay all 
their expense. I believe the plan is 
a direct encouragement to ortrava 
ganoe and dishonesty." 


The Conrregxlonal Programme. 


Tue Bepublioons say tfiat the Demo- 


cratic programme for '84"has been laid 
dotrn, and that New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Ohio will never falter 
in demanding the election of a candi- 
date representing a protective tnriff. 
The majority of the Democrats are 
willing to meet this issue, and they are 
confident of success. They not only 
claim that New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut and California can ba carried 
for revenue reform, but that the feeling 
in the northwest, which made possible 
the election of a majority of tho Demo- 
cratic Representatives 
in Michigan, 


Wisconsin, Indiana and Ohio on the 
tariff issus, will give the electoral rotes 
of at least three of those States for the 
Democratic candidate next year. 
It is 


assarted that the tariff policy of the 
Democratic party in the House will be 
a surprise to the Republican leaders. 
That policy, it is asserted, will not bo 
to bring in a bill calculated to alarm 
the various industrial interests that de- 
pend for existence upon the maintoin- 
anco of the existing system. Ou the 
ooutiary, it is proposed to attempt no 
revolutionary changes in the tariff law, 
but confronted with a necessity for the 
reduction of vast surplus revenues, the 
majority being opposed to .the abolition 
of taxes on whisky and tobacco, the 
Ways and Means Committee will bo or- 
ganized to report a, bill, which will 
abolish the duty on sugar, thus cutting 
off $49,000,000 of the revenue, and take 
the duties off a few other articles that 
are consumed daily by the people, aud 
some native productions, in the manu- 
facture of which labor is not extensively 
employed. A bill of this character, it 
is said, will be passed by tho House and 
sent to the Senate, where the Republi- 
can majority can kill it if they choose. 
The responsibility will thus be placed, 
and 011 the issue so joined the parties 
will plead before tho people next Pall. 
The Demoqjats rely upou on their ma- 
jority of seventy in ths House to carry 
through the special tariff bill. 
The re- 


peal of the duty on sugars, which is now 
quite generally discussed, would, in all 
probability, cost the Democratic party 
the vote of Louisiana. It has been 
snggestad that as au offset to tho aboli- 
tion of the sugar duty, a bonus of one 
or two cents per pound might be offered 
native producers, 
but 
this scheme, 


which would be satisfactory to Louis- 
iana, is evidently impracticable. The

late sufficient to cause an explosion.

vent should be carefully cleaned and 
opened dvery time the lamp is trimmed.
